RELIEF  ROLLS  SHOE  INCREASE 


During  the  week  ending  March  23rd,  15,164  cases  applied  for  relief. 
2,741  cases  were  admitted  to  relief,  increasing  the  number  of  persons  on  relief 
by  11,021,  from  1,722,872  on  March  16th  to  1,733,893. 

Direct  Relief  expenditures  increased  §51,226.27  to  §3,081,327.39,  from 
$2,930,101,12#  for  the  week  ending  March  16th.  Work  relief  decreased  §125,826.70 
to  §567,375.45,  from  $795,202.15#  for  the  week  ending  March  16th.  The  figures 
on  Work  Relief  are  actual  expenditures,  and  the  decrease  does  not  indicate  an 
equal  decrease  in  actual  work. 

Total  relief  figures  for  the  week  amounted  to  §5,648,702.84,  a decrease 
of  §75,600.43  from  the  week  previous  (§5,725,503.27#).  35,149  cases  were  listed 

as  Work  Relief  cases,  and  the  actual 'number  of  persons  working  was  24,275. 

Direct  Relief  cases  were  422,190. 

Work  Relief  cost  §13.24  per  family  as  against  §15.37  for  the  week  end- 
ing March  16th.  Direct  Relief  cost  §7.50  per  family  as  against  §7.27#  for  the 
v/eek  previous. 

The  complete  statistical  report  for  all  weeks  since  December  1,  com- 
piled by  the  Division  of  Research  and  Statistics,  State  Emergency  Relief  Adminis- 
tration, is  attached.

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board  it  was  de- 
cided that  the  financial  requirements  for  Emergency  Relief  in  Pennsylvania  for 
the  month  of  April  will  amount  to  £20,955,986.  The  bill  for  Emergency  Relief  in 
Pennsylvania  has  been  paid  by  the  Federal  Government  since  January.  Funds  are 
available  to  last  until  the  end  of  March.  It  is  hoped  that  Federal  assistance 
can  be  secured  for  the  first  half  of  April,  but  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief 
Administration  has  stated  that  they  could  not  make  further  advances  until-  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  makes  some  arrangement  to  carry  part  of  her  own  depression 
bills.

On  March  26,  the  Senate  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  resolved 
to  require  the  Executive  Director,  State  Emergency  Relief  Board,  to  furnish  certain 
facts  and  figures  regarding  relief  administration.  Due  to  recent  changes  in 
methods  of  compiling  control  statistics,  the  Department  of  Research  and  Statistics 
was  able  to  place  this  information  in  the  hands  of  Lieutenant  Governor  Thomas  C. 
Kennedy  for  presentation  to  the  Senate  in  forty-six  hours. 


It  is  desired  to  stress  the  fact  that  the  recent  ruling  which  enables 
a person  on  Direct  Relief  who  takes  work,  to  return  to  the  Direct  Relief  rolls 
automatically  when  the  work  ends,  applies  to  private  industry  as  well  as  Work 
Relief.

A newspaper  report  quoting  Mr.  Johnson,  relative  to  the  employment  on 
7/ork  Division  projects  of  persons  not  on  relief,  has  been  somewhat  misunderstood. 

There  has  been  no  revision  of  the  regulation  restricting  employment 
on  Work  Division  projects  largely  to  those  on  the  relief  rolls.  This  regulation 
was  prescribed  by  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Administration,  on  account  of 
the  limited  funds  available  at  the  time  the  present  Work  Division  program  was 
begun  last  fall.  The  Work  Division  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Administra- 
tion has  no  authority  to  change  or  revise  this  regulation  on  its  own  initiative. 

We  hope  that  in  the  near  future  unemployed  persons  not  on  relief  will 
be  afforded  greater  opportunity  for  employment  on  public  projects.  However, 
any  new  program  will  be  designed  primarily  to  provide  employment  for  employable 
worsens  on  the  relief  rolls. 


As  a result  of  an  independent  investigation  conducted  in  five  districts 
in  Pennsylvania  by  expert  investigators  borrowed  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
Federal  Emergency  Relief  Administration  and  the  New  York  State  Relief  Adminis- 
tration, it  is  believed  that  the  old  estimate  that  between  five  and  ten  per 
cent  of  the  persons  receiving  relief  money  were  either  not  entitled  to  any  or 
v/ere  receiving  more  than  their  needs  required,  is  too  high.  Of  1327  cases  in- 
vestigated, 31  cases  or  2.3 % were  found  to  bo  in  this  category.  There  were 
however,  an  additional  11%  whose  relief  payments  were  in  excess  of  amounts 
ranging  from  $1.00  to  $5.00  per  v/eek  more  than  their  budgetary  needs.  All  the 
automobiles  found  to  be  possessed  by  persons  investigated  v;ere  at  least  four 
years  old,  and  only  a few  were  operating  with  1935  licenses  — that  is,  they 
were  being  operated  solely  on  the  property  of  the  owner. 

The  investigators  further  found  that  the  Pennsylvania  Visitors  and 
investigators  are  well  qualified  as  far  as  education  and  previous  experience  is 
concerned.  A case  is  called  upon  on  an  average  of  once  in  five  weeks,  and  the 
investigators  found  that  this  inadequacy  was  due  to  high  case  loads,  insufficient 
Visitors,  and  in  some  cases  to  the  lack  of  clerical  assistance  which  placed 
added  duties  on  the  Visitor.

In  reply  to  numerous  requests  by  friends  and  members  of  the 
Press  that  he  reply  to  the  many  attacks  which  have  been  made  on  the  State 
Emergency  Relief  Administration  in  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the 
Senate  in  Harrisburg,  as  well  as  the  Press,  Robert  L.  Johnson,  Executive 
Director,  State  Emergency  Relief  Administration,  today  (Sunday,  April  7), 
issued  the  following  statement: 

"The  sole  interest  of  our  friends,  I am  certain,  is  in 
solving  the  unemployment  situation  in  Pennsylvania.  The  complaints  seem 
to  be  three;  (l)  That  by  retaining  persons  on  my  staff  who  were  placed 
thereon  during  the  previous  Administration,  I am  playing  Republican  politic 
(2)  By  failing  to  replace  these  people,  I am  not  playing  along  with  the 
Administration  which  appointed  me,  and  (3)  That  the  Administrative  costs 
of  relief  are  too  high. 

"There  is  no  place  in  this  organization  for  active  political 
workers.  If  anyone  knows  of  specific  cases,  I wish  to  know  about  them  also 
I don't  intend  to  hire  any  Democrats  because  they  arc  Democrats,  nor  to 
fire  any  Republicans  because  they  are  Republicans.  Other  considerations  in- 
selecting  personnel  who  are  charged  with  disbursing  $30,000  an  hour  are 
far  more  important  than  how  they  voted. 

"As  far  as  expenditures  for  relief  are  concerned,  wc  are 
now  releasing  a weekly  statement  in  a frank  and  honest  manner.  If  some 
people  think  costs  arc  too  high,  I doubt  very  much  if  that  opinion  can  be 
changed  by  a statement  from  me.

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"The  only  possible  way  of  keeping  expenditures  in  line  is  by 
securing  and  holding  efficient  persons  whose  sole  interests  lie  with 
Emergency  Relief  and  its  solution.  I welcome  any  and  all  investigations 
where  the  real  purpose  is  to  help  us  become  more  efficient. 

"I  am  now  spending  twelve  hours  a day  on  Administration,  and 
I do  not  intend  to  add  four  or  five  hours  of  superfluous  argument  by 
taking  issue  with  anyone."

On  March  28  the  Monthly  Meeting  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief 
Board  estimated  the  relief  needs  for  Pennsylvania  during  the  month  of  April 
to  be  $20,935,986.  The  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Administration  has  stated 
that  Federal  Funds  will  not  be  available  for  use  in  Pennsylvania  after  April 
15  unless  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  sees  fit  to  contribute  their  own  share 
of  the  burden. 


Robert  L.  Johnson,  Executive  Director,  State  Emergency  Relief 
Administration,  announced  on  April  5,  that  persons  playing  politics  with 
the  State  Emergency  Relief  Administration  will  be  discharged  if  conclusive 
evidence  can  be  secured  against  him.  He  further  states  that  political 
sponsorship  on  the  part  of  a candidate  for  a position  with  the  State 
Emergency  Relief  Administration  will  carry  no  more  weight  than  the  sponsor- 
ship of  any  comparable  private  citizen. 


The  relief  load  which  averages  132  throughout  the  State  will 
shortly  be  reduced  to  100  families  per  Visitor.  It  is  believed  that  100 
visits  per  month  per  worker  is  the  maximum  with  which  efficient  investiga- 
tion of  persons  on  relief  can  bo  conducted.

PERSONS  RECEIVING  RELIEF  SHOWS  LITTLE  CHANGE 


A total  of  1,741,348  persons  representing  459,652  cases  received  Direct 
and/or  Work  Relief  during  the  week  ending  April  6,  an  increase  of  3,226  per- 
sons or  1,029  cases  over  the  preceding  week.  The  weekly  increase  in  persons 
added  to  relief  rolls  has  been  at  a declining  rate  during  the  last  three  weeks, 
the  increase  three  weeks  ago  being  11,021  persons  and  that  of  two  weeks  ago 
4,229  persons.  The  current  net  increase  of  3,226  persons,  representing  1,029 
cases, resulted  from  11,510  cases  opened  and  10,481  cases  closed.  Applications 
for  relief  remained  substantially  unchanged,  totaling  14,807  during  the  week 
ending  April  6. 

During  the  week  ending  April  6,  the  number  of  Direct  Relief  cases  declined 
by  3,400  (from  428,743  to  425,343)  and  the  number  of  Work  Relief  cases  increased 
by  4,429  (from  29,880  to  34,309).  At  the  same  time,  34,750  persons  were  working 
on  relief  projects. 

These  persons  earned  #590,813.07  during  the  week  ending  April  6,  $54,058.08 
more  than  in  the  previous  week.  Expenditures  for  Work  Relief  during  the  week 
ending  April  6,  which  apply  to  work  done  in  previous  weeks,  amounted  to 
$598,436.92,  and  $3,119,486.22  was  expended  for  Direct  Relief  in  the  current 
week.  Total  expenditures  for  Direct  and  Work  Relief  were  $3,717,923.14,  or 
#29,978.44  less  than  the  prior  week's  figure.  During  this  week,  the  average 
weekly  grant  to  Direct  Relief  cases  was  #7.3$  and  that  received  by  Work  Relief 
cases  was  #13.72. 

In  order  to  present  the  most  current  weekly  figures  in  the  State-Wide 
charts  and  tables,  the  data  for  the  month  of  December,  1934  were  excluded  from 
this  report  and  that  for  the  first  week  of  April  were  added.  Complete  statis- 
tical relief  information  for  the  calendar  month  of  December,  as  well  as  for 
October,  and  November,  1934,  has  already  been  maae  available  for  public  pur- 
poses in  Monthly  Relief  Bulletins*.

PERSONS  RECEIVING  RELIEF  SHOE'S  LITTLE  CHANGE 

A total  of  1,741,348  persons  representing  459,652  cases  received  Direct 
and/or  Work  Relief  during  the  week  ending  April  6,  an  increase  of  3,226  per- 
sons or  1,029  cases  over  the  preceding  week.  The  weekly  increase  in  persons 
added  to  relief  rolls  has  been  at  a declining  rate  during  the  last  three 
weeks,  the  increase  three  week  ago  being  11,021  persons  and  that  of  two  weeks 
ago  4,229  persons.  The  current  net  increase  of  3,226  persons,  representing 
1,029  cases,  resulted  from  11,510  cases  opened  and  10,481  cases  closed.  Ap- 
plications for  relief  remained  substantially  unchanged,  totaling  14,807  dur- 
ing the  week  ending  April  6, 

During  the  week  ending  April  6,  the  number  of  Direct  Relief  cases  de- 
clined by  3,400  (from  428,743  to  425,343)  and  the  number  of  'York  Relief  cases 
increased  by  4,429  (from  29,880  to  34,309).  At  the  same  time,  34,750  persons 
were  working  on  relief  projects. 

These  persons  earned  $590,813.07  during  the  week  ending  April  6, 
$54,058.08  more  than  in  the  previous  week.  Expenditures  for  Work  Relief  dur- 
ing the  week  ending  April  6,  which  apply  to  work  done  in  previous  weeks, 
amounted  to  $598,436.92,  and  $3,119,486.22  was  expended  for  Direct  Relief  in 
the  current  week.  Total  expenditures  for  Direct  and  Work  Relief  were 
$3,717,923.14,  or  $29,978.44  less  than  the  prior  week’s  figure.  During  this 
week,  the  average  weekly  grant  to  Direct  Relief  cases  was  $7.33,  and  that  re- 
ceived by  Work  Relief  cases  was  $15.72.

As  announced  last  week,  examinations  will  shortly  be  held  for  addi- 
tional Investigators.  While  it  is  desirable  to  have  as  many  applicants  for  the 
examination  as  there  may  be  persons  who  are  capable  of  filling  the  positions, 
applications  cannot  be  taken  until  the  necessary  forms  and  instructions  are 
received  by  the  local  offices,  which  will  be  toward  the  end  of  this  week. 


Beginning  April  15,  6,153  young  unmarried  men  between  the  ages  of  18 
and  25  will  be  enrolled  to  attend  the  95  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  Camps  in 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  This  will  bring  the  enrollment  up  to  the  normal  CCC 
strength  of  19,500.  First  preference  in  selection  will  be  given  to  eligible- 
young  men  who  are  members  of  families  now  on  relief,  and  it  is  believed  that 
more  than  twice  the  number  of  young  men  needed  can  be  secured  from  this  classi- 
fication. Second  preference  is  given  to  young  men  whose  families  will  soon  be 
eligible  for  relief.  After  that,  preference  is  given  to  former  CCC  members  who 
have  received  honorable  discharge  and  who  have  served  at  least  five  consecutive 
months.  The  enrollment  for  this  Camp  is  for  a period  of  five  months.  The  total 
maximum  period  for  enlistment  is  eighteen  months,  so  that  former  members  of  the 
CCC  Camps  nay  not  have  previously  served  more  than  thirteen  months.  Applicants 
will  be  required  to  pass  a physical  and  mental  examination,  and  must  be  able  to 
name  someone  who  is  a dependent  by  blood  or  obligation  to  whom  allotment  of  money 
earned  may  bo  properly  made. 

No  one  serving  a sentence  for  a criminal  offence  or  who  is  on  parole  or 
probation  for  a felony  or  misdemeanor  is  eligible  for  enrollment.

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On  Tuesday,  April  9,  Relief  Administrator  Johnson  announced  that  162 
anthracite  coal  operators,  producing  94.6$  of  the  total  tonnage  of  anthracite  coal 
in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  have  agreed  to  deduct  no  more  than  20$  from  the  pay 
of  nine  workers  to  cover  past  due  indebtedness  at  company  stores,  or  for  past  due 
rent  in  company  houses,  and  in  the  case  of  persons  earning  $15.  a week  or  less, 
they  have  agreed  that  the  deduction  will  not  exceed  10$. 

This  decision  was  reached  after  a number  of  conferences  which  Mr.  Johnson 
held  with  7/alter  A.  Jones,  Secretary  of  the  Bituminous  Code  Authority  for  the 
Eastern  Sub-Division,  Division  1;  Mr.  Byron  H.  Canon,  Secretary  of  the  Bituminous 
Code  Authority  of  the  7/estern  Sub-Division,  Division  1,  and  Mr.  Scott  Lamb, 
Secretary  of  the  Anthracite  Institute.  The  effective  purpose  of  this  ruling  will 
be  to  remove  from  the  relief  rolls  many  miners  who,  although  earning  a living 
wage,  have  been  paying  off  debts,  and  as  a result  had  to  apply  for  relief  to  meet 
their  immediate  needs. 

Negotiations  are  now  going  on  with  the  balance  of  the  anthracite  opera- 
tors and  with  the  bituminous  industry,  end  it  is  hoped  that  within  a short  time 
similar  agreements  nay  bu  reached.  Negotiations  have  also  been  opened  with  the 
iron  and  steel  industry  with  an  eye  to  a similar  arrangement. 


On  Thursday,  April  11,  at  a meeting  in  Washington,  Mr.  Harry  Hopkins, 
Federal  Emergency  Relief  Administrator,  informed  Governor  Earle  and  Robert  L. 
Johnson  that  the  Federal  Government  would  stand  by  its  ultimatum  that  it  would 
not  contribute  funds  for  Emergency  Relief  in  Pennsylvania  after  Aprij  15,  until 
or  unless  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  made  some  arrangement  to  contribute  $5,000,000 
per  month  for  this  purpose.  The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  failed 
to  enact  measures  whereby  this  $5,000,000  would  be  raised,  and  cannot  possibly  do 
so  until  Monday,  April  15,  at  9 F.M.  when  the  House  of  Representatives  and  State 


Senate  will  reconvene.

RELIEF  ROLLS  STEADYING  AT  HIGH  LEVEL 


There  were  1,743,661  persons  receiving  relief  during  the  week  ending 
April  13th,  an  increase  of  2,313  persons  over  the  previous  week’s  figure. 
The  increase,  however,  was  less  than  that  shown  for  the  three  weeks  imme- 
diately preceding  the  current  one.  At  the  present  time,  the  average  relief 
case  consists  of  3.8  persons,  as  contrasted  with  an  average  of  4.6  persons 
in  the  early  months  of  the  Relief  Program. 

All  relief  cases  numbered  460,312  in  the  week  ending  April  13th. 
During  that  week  11,566  cases  were  opened  and  10,906  cases  were  closed  as  a 
result  of  the  regular  investigations  and  reinvestigations  by  the  visiting 
staff.  Thus,  a turnover  in  relief  cases  of  approximately  5 per  cent,  based 
on  the  prior  week’s  figure,  was  recorded.  A minor  decline  was  reported  in 
the  number  of  applications  for  relief.

RELIEF  ROLLS  STEADYING  AT  HIGH  LEVEL 


There  were  1,743,661  persons  receiving  relief  during  the  week  ending 
April  13th,  an  increase  of  2,313  persons  over  the  previous  week's  figure. 

The  increase,  however,  was  less  than  that  shown  for  the  three  weeks  imme- 
diately preceding  the  current  one.  At  the  present  time,  the  average  relief 
case  consists  of  3.8  persons,  as  contrasted  with  an  average  of  4.6  persons 
in  the  early  months  of  the  Relief  rrogram. 

All  relief  cases  numbered  460,312  in  the  week  ending  April  13th. 

During  that  week  11,566  cases  were  opened  and  10,906  cases  were  closed  as  a 
result  of  the  regular  investigations  and  reinvestigations  by  the  visiting 
staff.  Thus,  a turnover  in  relief  cases  of  approximately  5 per  cent,  based 
on  the  prior  week's  figure,  was  recorded.  A minor  decline  was  reported  in 
the  number  of  applications  for  relief. 

The  number  of  Direct  Relief  cases  decreased  further  (from  425,343  to 
424,577)  whereas  the  number  of  Work  Relief  cases  continued  to  increase  (from 
34,309  to  35,735).  The  Work  Relief  Program  reported  42,592  persons  "working 
during  the  week  ending  April  13th,  a result  of  the  placement  of  17,885 
additional  workers  in  relief  project  jobs  during  the  past  three  weeks.

During  the  week,  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Administration  has  been 
subjected  to  numerous  varied  criticism  and  attacks  from  all  parts  of  the  State, 
emanating  in  many  cases  from  representatives  of  the  people  in  Harrisburg.  The 
chief  objection  has  been  the  alleged  increase  in  the  cost  of  relief  in  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania  during  the  last  year.  In  March  of  1934,  $18,450,000.  was  spent 
by  the  Relief  Administration  and  by  the  Civil  Works  Administration  to  sustain 
persons  who  would  otherwise  have  been  unemployed  and  without  funds.  In  March 
of  1955  there  was  no  Civil  Works  Administration,  and  the  State  Emergency 
Relief  Administration  expended  the  sum  of  $16,755,000.  The  net  cost  of  support- 
ing the  unemployed  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  was  $1,705,000.  less  in  March 
of  1955  than  in  March  of  1934. 


The  subject  of  chiseling  has  become  a popular  one  with  the  Press  and 
public.  The  prosecution  of  a few  outstanding  cases  in  various  counties,  while 
primarily  directed  at  correcting  evils  in  this  direction,  reacted  to 
crystallize  the  opinion  of  the  Press  and  public  that  chiseling  existed,  with 
the  added  gratuitous  belief  that  it  existed  on  a large  scale.  Where  chiseling 
is  known  to  exist,  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Administration  has  always  taken 
immediate  action.  In  those  cases  where  persons  on  relief  are  smart  enough  to 
cheat  without  being  found  out,  the  assistance  of  the  public  is  necessary  and 
desirable.  In  one  investigation,  402  complaints,  7%  concerned  persons  who  were 
not  on  the  relief  rolls  at  all;  21%  had  already  been  investigated  and  relief 


(MORE) 
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discontinued;  40^o  were  on  the  rolls  but  were  receiving  the  correct  amounts;  13/a 
were  cases  of  reported  unemployment  which  were  found  to  be  without  foundation, 
and  1 $ concerned  nis-use  of  relief  grants.  18^  of  the  complaints  resulted  in 
additional  constructive  information  which  was  found  to  affect  the  cases  com- 
plained against.  Orders  have  been  issued  to  institute  prosecutions  in  all  cases 
where  there  is  evidence  of  fraudulent  misrepresentation. 


Robert  L.  Johnson,  Relief  Administrator,  saw  fit  to  reply  to  Judge 
William  M.  Lewis  of  the  Domestic  Relations  Court  in  Philadelphia,  who  criticized 
the  Relief  Administration  for  caring  for  wives  and  children  of  men  who  had 
refused  to  contribute  to  their  support. 

Mr.  Johnson  said: 

"The  first  case  cited  by  Judge  Lewis  was  that  of  the  wife  of  a man  who 
was  said  to  be  earning  $35.  a week  running  a tap  room.  If  the  Domestic  Relations' 
Court  order  does  not  compel  the  tap  room  gentleman  to  pay  for  the  support  of  his 
wife  and  children,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  Relief  Administration  could  do 
so.  The  fact  that  the  case  was  in  Domestic  Relations  Court  would  indicate  the 
dire  need  of  the  wife  and  children.  The  second  case  was  that  of  a man  who  went 
to  Europe  leaving  his  wife  in  this  country,  destitute.  Neither  the  Domestic 
Relations  Court  nor  the  Emergency  Relief  Administration  could  very  well  prevent 
the  man  from  sailing.  I do  not  see  how  Judge  Lewis  could  expect  us  to  let  the 
woman  starve  because  her  husband  went  to  Europe.’' 


Families  who  are  receiving  aid  from  the  Pennsylvania  Veterans' 
Commission  arc  entitled  to  receive  Thrift  Garden  supplies  this  year  as  during 
the  past  two  years.  Each  recipient  of  Pennsylvania  Veterans'  Commission  relief 
will  receive  a postcard  advising  him  that  seeds  will  be  furnished  upon  presen- 
tation of  the  postcard  at  any  District  Office  of  the  Emergency  Relief
